THE BOARD RECONVENED AS THE WASHOE COUNTY BOARD OF COUNTY COVM SSI ONERS 99- 199 PRESENTATI ON ON COMVON COMMUNI TY AGENDA- 1999 -
COVMUNI TY ACTI ON TASK FORCE - DEPARTMENT OF COVMUNI TY DEVELOPMENT

Bob Webb, Community Coordinator, introduced Barbara Drake and Frank Partlow, two nmenbers of the Community Action Task Force. Ms.
Drake presented an overview of the "Green Book" highlighting the priorities selected for focus, such as increasing tourism
attracting new busi nesses and expandi ng exi sting busi nesses to strengthen the econom c base, and determning a vision for the



comunity. M. Partlow discussed the priorities selected in the governnent area, with the nost inportant being nore interaction
anong the elected officials, sharing of information between entities, especially in the area of budgets, and consolidation and
regi onal i zati on of governmental services. He further stated that another priority is that governnment should accurately determ ne
what it costs to provide certain services by costing itens out |ike a business would and pursue conpetition so costs can be

and Chairnman Gal |l oway be authorized to execute. It was noted that Robi nson Engi neering Conpany has submitted a cost proposal of

$6, 155 for this phase of the testing and, depending on the results of these tests, the Nevada Division of Environmental Protection
may require additional nonitoring wells on adjacent properties, but no other remediation is anticipated.

Chai rman Gal |l oway noted that Kafoury, Arnmstrong has been doing the audits for four years and stated that he feels it might be
appropriate to put out a Request for Proposals for this service next year. Commi ssioner Sferrazza requested information concerning
the history of the audit fees over the past several years.

Upon recomendati on of John Sherman, Interim Finance Director, on nmotion by Conm ssioner Sferrazza, seconded by Comnr ssioner
Short, which nmotion duly carried, it was ordered that the Engagenent Letter between Washoe County and Kafoury, Arnstrong & Co.
concerning providing auditing services for Washoe County for the year ending June 30, 1999 be approved; that Chairman Gall oway be
authorized to execute sane; and that a new Request for Proposals be put out for these services next year

Upon recomrendati on of Dave Roundtree, Public Wbrks Director, on notion by Conm ssioner Shaw, seconded by Comm ssioner Bond, which
nmotion duly carried, it was ordered that an Agreement for Architectural Services between Washoe County and Hershenow +

Kl i ppenstein Architects Ltd., concerning programing, design and construction services for the Sun Valley Teen Center, in the
amount of $25, 000, be approved and Chairman Gal | oway be authorized to execute.

99-211 ARCHI TECTURAL AGREEMENT - GANTHNER MELBY LLC - ClIVIL PROTECTI VE CUSTODY JAI L EXPANSI ON - PUBLI C WORKS

In response to questions raised at Caucus, Katy Sinobn, County Manager, advised that in 1998 there were 3,418 bookings into the
Civil Protective Custody unit and there is currently nowhere other than the Washoe County Jail to take these people.

In response to Comni ssioner Sferrazza's concerns regarding the increase in costs, Dave Roundtree, Public Works Director, explained
that the original $45,000 estimate for the architectural services was based on a space utilization study conducted in early 1988,
which identified 5, 000 square feet for the CPC unit; that the estinmated space needs now are at |east 6,000 square feet; that there
are a nunber of significant utility relocations required that had not been previously identified; and that expansion of the



war ehouse is al so being added to the project. Conmi ssioner Sferrazza noted that there is a 20 percent increase in square footage
and a 100% i ncrease in costs.

Chai rman Gall oway stated that he feels this is a result of a mandate put on the County because NASAC cut back and that it is his
hope that the County can pursue sone kind of relief for this. Commi ssioner Bond asked about fiscal commitnents from other

agenci es. Undersheriff Dennis Bal aam expl ai ned that when NASAC took the CPC s, Washoe County was payi ng them $50, 000 and Reno was
payi ng them $60, 000; that now the County does not have to pay another agency and Reno is paying their $60,000 to the County.

Fol l owi ng further discussion, upon recommendati on of Dave Roundtree, Public Wbrks Director, on notion by Conm ssioner Shaw,

seconded by Conmi ssioner Bond, which notion duly carried with Conm ssioner Sferrazza voting "no," it was ordered that an
Architectural Services Agreenent between Washoe County and Ganthner Mel by LLC, concerning the design of the civil protective
cust ody expansion to the Washoe County Jail, in the ampunt of $83, 000, be approved and Chairman Gal | oway be authorized to execute.

Conmmi ssi oner Sferrazza stated that his reason for voting against the notion is that he believes this is an excessive increase in
the architectural fees.

99-212 AGREEMENT - U.S. FILTER CORPORATI ON - ASSI GNMENT OF TRUCKEE MEADOWS PROJECT PURCHASE AGREEMENT - WATER RESOURCES

The Board held a discussion that |asted over two hours on the proposed agreement between Washoe County and US Filter Corporation
concerni ng assi gnment and transfer of the Truckee Meadows Project, the Purchase Agreenent and rel ated assets, the Dry Valley Water
rights held by Washoe County; the Takings Litigation against the United States; providing the opportunity for banking of project
water rights through a trust; and other matters relating to the Truckee Meadows Project. Chairnman Gall oway prefaced the discussion
by saying that the intent is to get Washoe County out of a participant role in this water inportation project.

Ed Schmidt, Director, Departnment of Water Resources, reviewed historical information explaining the current situation the County
is in regarding the Truckee Meadows Project, howit got there, and what staff has been working on to renedy the situation

Conmmi ssi oner Sferrazza requested that several clauses in the proposed agreenent be anmended, i.e., page 4, paragraph 3C, to add
that County staff tine be reinbursed; page 5, section 5, he feels that the percentage of the hookup fees paid to the County should
be nmore than 15 percent and that the paynent within 60 days | anguage needs to be better clarified; page 6, paragraph 8A, the
deci si ons concerni ng the Taki ngs Case should be at the sole discretion of the County, not US Filter; and paragraph 8C, if Filter
termnates its obligation, they will not seek reinbursenment fromthe County for their costs. Conm ssioner Sferrazza further stated
that he objects to paragraph 9A and totally disagrees with the deternmination that the special use permit granted to the Truckee
Meadows Project neans that US Filter would not be required to get pernmits for undergrounding or the pipeline, etc., and he
requested that | anguage el ini nated.

M. Schm dt expl ai ned that the 15 percent figure was a negotiation

Conmmi ssi oner Sferrazza stated that by his calculations this would nean the County would be getting reinbursed about 50 cents on
the dollar and that he does not support giving US Filter the water in the first place, but if that does happen, the County should
at least get a fair return.

Commi ssi oner Shaw stated that in Decenber staff was directed to begin negotiations with US Filter and to get the best deal they
coul d; and that Board nenbers could sit here all afternoon and pick this agreenent apart paragraph by paragraph, but he is not
sure the County would get a better deal

Legal Counsel Madel yn Shi pman advi sed that she received a proposed final agreenent |ate yesterday (Mnday, March 8, 1999); that
there are sone m nor changes and one substantive change; that there was a change inserted by the Washington D.C. attorney, which
she needs to discuss with that firm that Board nmenbers are requesting changes; that she is glad to be getting all this input now
and that, hopefully, they will be able to present a final proposed agreenent at the Board's next neeting.



A |l engt hy di scussi on ensued concerning the Takings litigation with M. Shipnman explaining strategy and Comni ssi oner Sferrazza
expressing that he does not think it is right for US Filter to be able to dictate the County's role in the case and that, while he
does not believe the case really has much nmerit, it would also not be right for US Filter not to share damage awards, if there are
any.

The next issue discussed at | ength was the special use pernmit issued in 1989 and Dean Di ederich, Planning Manager, Departnent of
Community Devel opnment, responded to concerns stating that the special use permt issued to construct the pipeline with punp
stations and water storage tanks is still in effect; that there were alternate routes proposed at the tine of application because
the Environnmental |npact Statement (EI'S) was not yet conplete; and that US Filter would not need to get another special use permt
or amend this permt unless they deviate substantially fromthe original application. M. Diederich further explained that it is
quite comon for utility projects, i.e., sewer, water, electricity, natural gas, to propose different routes until their fina

engi neering is done and the actual alignment is selected. Don Mahin, Hydrologist with the Departnment of Water Resources, displayed
a map on the overhead projector and outlined the proposed pipeline routes. Comni ssioner Sferrazza stated that what this does is
enabl e the water inportation project to go forward and enabl e devel opment to occur that mi ght not otherw se occur, which he does
not support.

Steve Wal ker, Water Resources Manager, M. Mhin, and Vahid Behmaram Water Rights Technician, explained in detail the water
rights issues in the Warm Springs and Dry Vall ey hydrographic basins, the Wnnenmucca Ranch water rights, the water in Spanish Flat
Reservoir, the historical beneficial usage's and the natural and diverted flows of these waters. M. Wl ker stated that
approximately 960 acre feet of Wnnemucca Ranch water rights are not a part of the project. M. Mhin explained that back in
1988-1989, when the original purchase agreenment was put together for the Truckee Meadows Project, there were a | ot of unknowns
concerning the actual quantity of water out there. M. Walker also clarified the difference between "water rights" and "wet
water". Chairman Galloway clarified his understanding that the reason the Dry Valley water is being included in the US Filter
agreenent is because it was a part of the original project.

Chai rman Gal l oway stated that nany of the changes being requested are just a matter of wordsmithing, which should not be a
problem He further stated that his feeling is that what the taxpayers want is for their County government not to be nmred in a
proj ect where taxpayer dollars are being used to subsidize private business; that what they are trying to do is get the County out
of this project; that he does not assunme the County can get a better deal; that US Filter may or nay not be able to bring the
water into the North Valleys, but the County should not put |egal obstacles in their way; and that there are no taxpayer dollars
goi ng out for this agreenent.

Chai rman Gall oway then stated that several people have expressed a desire to speak concerning this matter; and that one of them
John Hatter, had to | eave but did indicate on the request to speak formthat he was agai nst approval of the agreenment. He stated
that Reno citizen Sam Dehne had also |eft a note expressing his opposition to the agreenent.

Robert Weiss stated that he is a citizen of Washoe County and that while he does work with Sierra Army Depot, he is not speaking
for that entity; that the data fromthe original EIS is stale; that there is current, scientific data that should be studied; that
the water necessary to make this a profitable project is not there; and that the project should just be dropped.

Vi ol a Perkle, Honey Lake Valley resident, expressed her opposition to the project citing environmental concerns.

Ri chard Horton, attorney representing Robert Marshall, a rancher in Warm Springs and co-nmanager of Intermountain Pipeline, Ltd.
stated that the County is selling County assets in violation of the statutes; that NRS 244.279 requires that the sale of water
rights by the County nust be done by public auction unless they are being sold to a public utility; and that the County cannot
just sell 2,000, or nore, acre feet of water for nothing, which is what it nmay end up getting. He stated that a better option for
the County would be to do nothing and wait for Franklyn Jeans to term nate the agreenent, which he would have to do sooner or
later if the County did nothing; and that if that occurred, the County would transfer only the Fish Springs water, which the
County never owned anyway, and the County would keep the water it purchased fromthe LaRues (W nnenucca Ranch) for $2-mllion and
woul d be able to recover its unreinmbursed project costs. M. Horton urged that at the very least, if the County does enter into an
agreenent with US Filter, the LaRue water from Spanish Flat Reservoir be excluded so that the County is not paying US Filter over



$2-mllion in water to get rid of the project.

In regard to the water rights having to be sold at public auction, M. Shipnman stated that it is her opinion that this is not a
sale; that it is a transfer and a successor in interest of a continuing project; and that she will research the issue further and
report back to the Board. She al so discussed possible litigation against the County if an agreenent is not reached.

M. Marshal |l provided sonme additional historical information concerning the water rights and stated that the County had al so
purchased several water rights applications back then that totaled 1,413 acre feet for $237,090, that that water plus the 515 acre
feet from Black Canyon is the 2,000 acre feet that was supposed to conme from Wnnenmucca Ranch; and that the Spanish Flat water was
not included in the original agreenent and should not be included in the agreenent with US Filter. He stated that the 2,200 acre
feet of water in Spanish Flat is public property. M. Mrshall further stated that under state |law the project is going to have to
go through a conformance review at the Regi onal Pl anning Comm ssion; that the Regional Water Plan will need to be anmended; and
that the paragraph in the agreenent where the County warrants that these things aren't necessary could cause sone serious problens
in getting that conformance revi ew.

M. Wal ker advised that the 1,413 acre feet in the option agreenent has been anal yzed by staff and they have determ ned that water
does not exist. He also reported that the Regional Water Conmm ssion has |isted four water inportation projects for the North
Val | eys strategy, one of them being the Honey Lake project; that RAC has recomrended that all four projects be pursued

si mul taneously because they all have flaws; and that the Regional Water Pl an recognizes that if any of these projects are
successful in bringing water into the North Valleys for a conmunity water supply, the plan would need to be anmended.

Fol l owi ng further discussion, on nmotion by Commi ssioner Bond, seconded by Comn ssioner Shaw, which nmotion duly carried, Chairman
Gal | oway ordered that consideration of the agreenment transferring the Truckee Meadows Project to US Filter be continued to the
March 16, 1999, neeting.

99-213 AWARD OF BID - CUSTOM MODULAR OFFI CE/ CLASSROOM BUI LDI NG - BI D NO. 2092-98 - SHERI FF

This was the tinme to consider award of bid, Notice to Bidders for receipt of seal ed bids having been published in the Reno
Gazette-Journal on June 8, 1998, for Custom Modul ar O fice/ Classroom Building for the Sheriff's O fice. Proof was made that due
and | egal Notice had been given.

GE Capital Modul ar Space was the only vendor to subnit a bid. Northwest Building Systenms, Quick Space and WIlIlians Scotsman failed
to respond to the invitation to bid.

Katy Sinon, County Manager, stated that she did want to reassure the Board that the building will be nobveable and portions will be
nmoved to the new training center when that facility is constructed.
